2. DCSOPS, with ACS! concurring, recommends that DA not release the Infor- 
mation on Soviet maneuvers but that the matter be discussed informally at the next 
meeting of the DOD Coordinating Group (Cold War).

DISCUSSIOM 

1* (8) This action is designed to consider whether or not to exploit ineonsisten- 
ciaa between tha statsssats and actions of the Soviet Government during the period of 
the Berlin crisis* 

2* (8) The 8oviet Union is presently conducting the most extensive aaneuvera 
for this time of yesr ever carried oat in Kaet Germany (aee Tab B). This maneuver 
Mill be concluded 24 March 1959* At the same time Premier Khruahchev ia proclaiming 
to the Free World that the Western Powers are making threats against the Soviet Union 
whose desire is peaceful eoeadstcnee between etatee of different social systems 
(see Tab C). 



3* (8) The above Ineonsistsneies could be emphasised to the peoples of the Free 
World* Army intelligence has available information on the extent of Soviet maneuvers 
in last Germany* This information could be released to the Free World Press by an 
official announcement by the Department of Defense or the Department of the Amy, mili- 
tary officials In Europe or by an unofficial release to the Press ia the United States 
(sss Tab A)* If the information is released without coordinating with the Department " 
of State, its release may not be in support of current foreign policy* S 

4* (8) The release of this information at the present time might precipitate 
Soviet reaction designed to curtail further the intelligence collection effort. Such 
curtailment mould be highly undesirable at thie particular time* 

5* (8) The conduct of the Morth Atlantic Treaty Organisation (MATO) combined joint 
atomic strike and air defense exercises 13-17 April 1959 (see Tab D) may open the 
United States to similar charges of increasing tensions* 
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(U) That the Department of the Army not release thie information on Soviet maneu- 
vers but that the matter be discussed informally at the next meeting of the DOD 
Coordinating Group (Cold War).
